one representative be 
divided 
into 


districts so that the people in a dis- 
trict will have one representative 
to 


vote for. It will also provide that 
senatorial districts 
l*e 
likewise 
di- 


viileJ. 


Strenuous efforts 
will be made by 


the administration to secure final pas- 
sage of the emergency anti-lobby bill 
in both houses of tbe general assem- 
bly this afternoon. If the bill is pass- 
ed today it will go to the governor 
for his signature immediately and as 
soon as he signs it will become a law. 
Because it is an emergency measure, 
the bill will require three-fourths vote 
for its passage. The legislature will 
orobably adjourn 
late 
today until 


Monday, providing the bill is passed 


Representative John R. King of 


^Vanklin county, introduced two bills 
in the legislature Wednesday evening. 
Both refer to weights and measures, 
with which he, as 
city sealer 
of 


weights and measures, has had much 
experience. The first bill seeks to 
require sales of all food products to 
be made by weight instead of meas- 
ure. It was supjxjsed that such a law 
had been enacted, but someone got in 
a provision that measures 
might be 


used on agreement. That it has been 
found, makes it practically impossible 
to enforce the law. Mr. King's bill 
would require this agreement to be in 
writing. 


His other bill would authorize the 


state dairy and 
food 
commissioner, 
is state sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, to adopt and promulgate such 
rules and regulations as may be found 
necessary by him.

affected. In the entire southeast aide 
beyond the city car tracks home* are 
floodea for a distance of six blocks.

The people had to 


come out so fast that no proper dis- 
position could be made of them 
or 
their goods.

has been created over an area cover- 
ing 40 blocks, and advises every one 
fo move out where basements

ceding waters. 


The 12-inch drop yesterday with- 


drew the water from many houses in 
the flood district. 
Large numbers 


of sheds and outbuildings were car- 
ried out into the river, but most of

strain well. Property owners kept a 
watchful eye on cheir holdings, fear- 
ful that foundations had been under- 
mined by the rain. 


Several street car lines, the rail-
